| BRITISH NAVAL SHOGTING, 

: _ oo, 

If there has been one thing ‘more than 
another which has come into prominence | as 


| the result of the Russo- Japanese war, it is 


how all-important is the question of accurate 
shooting. In former times it took anything 
between five hundred and a thousand shells 
to disable a combatant. Nowadays by means 
of innumerable guides and aids to the gun- 
ner the average has been greatly lessened, 
So far as Great Britain is concerned, it is 
Vilal to the interests of the Empire that the 
accuracy of the shooting should be Kept at 
high water mark and especially so in the 
Navy. Nobody recognises this fact more 
clearly than His Majesty the King, and it 
was only the other day that His Majesty per- 
sonally complimented .the gunner on one of 
our battleships, whose wonderful accuracy was 
the talk of thé Fleet. Such an acknowledg- 
ment of duty well donc’ is bound to ‘stimu 
‘late the’ guoners' in the British navy,:and 
that it’has done so is proved by. the reports, 
which are curent—unofficial ' reports of 
course—regarding the results attained at.the 
practice firing, “Recently, a Blue Book was 


issued giving'details of what is’ termed ‘the. 


Cunlayers’ Competition in the Fleet, 
during the year 1904. In an_ introduc. 
tion to the publication the ‘Lords of 
the Admiralty note that there is a slight fall- 

ing off in results compared to the 1903 
practice, but this, it is stated, was to be 
expected with the increased ranges at which 
the firing was carried out, In tg04, the 
Channel squadron Carried off first honours 
with an average of 56.76, and the best ‘ship 
of the squadron was the Cwsar with a score 
of no less than y4.q2, The China squadron’ 
came a comparatively long way behind, the. 
general average being 41.65, ‘The ‘leading 
ship was the Aldion which received 58.84. 

The worst of all the squadrons which took 
part in-the competition was that located i in’ 
Australian waters, the general average being 
30.86, while the best vessel in the squadron, 
the Ausya/us, only scored 45.06, But these are 
only ‘rough details which, however significant 
they may be in themselves, require a good 
deal of explanation. For instance, the China 
squadron was, as'has been said, fifth in the 
competition, But the China vessels which 
lentered numbered 224 whereas the top- 
scorers, the Channel squadron, had only 12 
vessels. Obviously, it is easier lor a few ves- 
sels to.make high marks than-a score of ves 
sels. “Take the Pacific squadron for example. 
It had only four vessels in the competition 
and the average was 42,.29—it took fourth 
place; but had there been @ dozen vessels of 
the same class in the squadron it might not 
have taken the forticth, Indéed, the results 
of. the practice in China waters seems to 
show that while during 1904, there were no
